Theodore Roosevelt never dis- 
playod his originality and straight 
forwardness in a more striking 
manner than on last Saturday, 
when he decided the contest for 
United States Attorney for the 
Eastern district of Kentucky. 
The incident is worth relating, 
for it shows that candor and man- 
liness ure preferred to subtle 
diplomacy by the President, even 
in the settlement of ;i difficult 
question, where there are strong 
contending interest*. 

When D. 0. Edwards, Con- 
gressman from the 11th Kentucky 
district, reached Washington 
Saturday morning, accompanied 
by .1. H. Tinsley, District Attor- 
ney, he diil not have the faintest 
idea that Congressman. 1. B. Ben- 
nett and W. (i. Dearieg, would- 
be District Attorney, had select- 
ed that identical morning as 
their time to interview the Pres- 
ident. Mr. Edwards did know, 
however, that Messrs. Bennett 
and Dearing were in Washing- 
ton, and that it behooved him- 
self and Mr. Tinsley U\ be mak- 
it - hay while the sun shone. 

Accordingly fchoy hurried up 
to the White House. While they 
» were in the cabinet-room, wait- 
in;,' to M-e the President, much 
to their surprise, Messrs. Ben- 
nett and Dearing were ushered 
in. It was a bit embarrassing 
for the man who wanted to hold 
on to his job to be thus thrown 
into cumpany with the man who 
was after it, but there was no 
time for apologies, for Messrs 
Edwards and Tinsley were passed 
mi in to Mr. Roosevelt's pres- 
ence. Mr. Edwards was about 
to paint some glowing reasons 
why Mr Tinsley should be con- 
tinued in office when the Presi- 
iltM t interrupted. 

'"Is there any one else to be 
heard in this matter?" lie asked. 

Mr. Edwards, of course, was 
obliged to inform him that Ben- 
nett and bearing were waiting 
in the cabinet-room for an audi- 

"lkt's have it niri." 

"Let's send for them and have 
it out face to face," said the 
President. 

Mr. Edwards had not counted 
on such unexpected develop- 
ments, but, of course, he assent- 
ed. When Mr. Bennett lined 

up with Mr. Dearing, and Mr 
Edwards stood up by the side of 
Mr. Tinsley, the President pro- 
reeded to make an impromptu 
little speech. 

"I have been President about 
four years," he said, "and I 
think I am onto my job well 
enough to know just a Unit w hat 
you fellows are going to say. In 
fact, I think I could make your 
speeches for you. You (turning 
to Mr. Edwards) are about to 
say that your friend, Mr. Tins- 
ley, is an old soldier, that he has 
office but one term, that he 
record and de- 
lent. You (to 
are about to say 
hat your district has only but 
lately been redeemed from the 
Democrat*; that you need what 
strengt h you can get to keep it 
redeemed, that your candidate 
is a good man and worthy of this 
appointment. 

"As far as I am coucsmed, I 
will say that while I have not 



followed Mr. Tinsley's official 
acts in detail I have a general 
impression that he has made a 
good record. Because he is an 
old soldier and has had but. one 
term 1 shall reappoint him un- 
less it is shown to me that his 
record is not such as to merit re- 
appointment. It is now up to 
you, gentlemen (speaking to 
Messrs. Bennett and Dearing), 
to show me that Mr. Tinsley's 
record is not what it Ought to be, 
or I shall give him another 
term." 

The President's frank and out- 
spoken utterance* did not leave 
the Congressmen much to say. 
Mr. Edwards relieved the tense 
situation by stating that he had 
a high opinion of Mr. Dearing, 
and if there was any ot her place 
available for the disappointed 
candidate, he— Mr. Edwards- 
would be glad to join Mr. Ben 
rett in Indorsing him. The Pres- 
ident thereupon very graciously 
wrote a letter to Attorney Gen- 
eral Moody, commending Mr. 
Dearing for any appointment 
that might be available, and the 
Kentucky delegation departed. 

It is believed here that when 
the President decided to reap- 
point District Attorney R. D. 
Hill, of the Western district, of 
Kentucky, he also had in mind 
reappointing Mr. Tinsley, and 
that his mind was made up when 
the Kentucky men called Satur- 
day. Certainly he displayed a re- 
markable knowledge of the de- 
tails of the situation. 

EXTENSION PLANNED 



Cumberland Railroad Com- 
pany May Enter Jellico 
in the Near Future. 




Tho Cumberland Railroad Co. 
recently amended its charter to 
permit the building of an exten- 
sion of its Brush creek line, now 
Hearing completion, into Jellico. 
With the amending of the char- 
ter a surveying corps has been 
put to work along the route of 
the proposed extension and |its 
work will soon be completed. 

From the terminus of the Brush 
creek eiitension to Jellico the 
distance is seventeen miles. The 
line fro Artemus, the begin- 
ning of the Brush creek line, to 
the terminus, is ten miles, and 
should the proposed extension 
to Jellico materialize it would 
give a twenty-seven mile rail- 
road through one of the rich- 
est undeveloped ceil fields in 
Southeastern Kentucky. The ob- 
ject of the railroad company, in 
securing of two outlets for the 
coal production, would be car- 
ried out by the building of the 
new line and tavi rable rates 
would be assured, although the 
Cumberland people ami Louis- 
ville & Nushville company, w ith 
which the line connects, are un- 
derstood to be in perfect liar- 

raonj . 

It is t boojtht the ten mile Brush 
creek line will be completed 
within a few weeks. Already 
there is considerable activity in 
mining in the Brush creek Held. 
Tb« Cumberland Coal Company 
is making openings at the head 
of the line and will install a plant 
capable of h ndling 1,60) to 2, 
ooo tous of coal daily. The Ben- 
nett-Jellico Coal Company, a 
new concern, is beginning de- 
velopments along a mile lateral 
extension from the main Cum- 
berland line, and is nutting in a 
plant with a capacity of 1,000 
tons daily. It is probable that 
other companies w ill begin de- 
velopments in the near uture.

We have talked with quite a

Again, if the bonds carry and 
the time is extended twenty 
years new comers who may lo- 
cate here in five or ten years 
from now w ill help to pay oil' the 
bonds; whereas if we have to go 
down into our pockets and pay 
for it in two or three years, these 
new coiners will get the benelits 
of the new Court-house without 
it costing them a cent. 

That is a common sense view 
of the matter, and it is for the 
interest of the tax-payers that 
we have tried in our feeble way 
to get this properly before the 
people. 

We have for some time been 
wrll aware of the fact that there 
are some who are Opposed to 
the Court-house bond question 
because this paper has favored 
it. That matters not to us. We 
are proud that we are endowed 
with a broader conception of 
other people's interests than to 
oppose a thing just because some 
one else favors it or favor it be- 
cause some one else opposes it. 
We are glad that We were born 
with a reasonable amount of 

common sense and are sufficient- 
ly able to overcome prejudice 
that we can be for that which is 
right and will benefit the masses 
even if some one else should be 
the same way.
